Australia’s Rabbit Pest. 


PLYMOUTH, June 21.—One year ago Drs. 
Germont and Loir, representatives of M. 
Pasteur of Paris, wentto Australia on solici- 
tation with a secret which they claimed would 


exterminate the rabbit which had 
became such a pest, killing young trees 
and making gardening 4 failure. 
The doctors proposed to inoculate chicken 
cholera into several thousand rabbits in vari- 
ous parts of the country and let them spread 
the disease among the species. The Kabbit 
Commission would not let the doctors 
make a trial. They wanted the doc- 
tors to inoculate sheep to pre- 
vent antherrax, but they refused, until 
some arrangement could be made to test the 
innoculation of cholera. Thus matters have 
stood for one year, and the doctors finally re- 
turn very much displeased and with the com- 
plaint that Dr. Pasteur’s letters of instruc- 
tions were opened by the Colonial Goyern- 
ment and extracts taken therefrom. This 
matter has been placed in the hands of the 
French Ambassador in London, who will make 
an investigation.

Strikers Refused Transportation Ont of 
Town—Bodies Recovered. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 21.—The weather 
bere is remarkably fair and pleasant to-day 
and work on the wreckage bas been generally 
resumed. About 2,000 men are at work of the 
McKnight-Fiin crowd and about 500 who have 
been discharged are waiking about the place 
seeking work from some of the contractors. 
The authorities have refused to furnish trans- 
portation to the strikers who desire leaving 
here and consequently bat few will leave. 

The Cambria Iron Co. and the Gautier Steel 
Co. are to-day paying their men for the rss 
two weeks of May. The Cambria company’s 
pay-roll aggregates $95,000 and the Gautier 
company’s $54,000. Of the 5,400 employes of 
the Cambria company but 8,500 are now at 
work, and of the 1,500 men employed at the 
Gautier works but 950 are reported living. The 
Cambria company have shipped two consign- 
mente of rails manufactured since the disas- 

er. 

A species of hives have broken out among 
the people here.

Instead of com- 
posing a pean of joy, 
that celebrates and 
arouses hope within 
— 8 the human breast, 
they sing of disappointed love, of blasted 
hope and a darksome future. There are more 
embroyo Manfreds in the country than any- 
body outside of the business can imagine. 
But unlike Manfred existence is sweet to them 
and they are irrepressibie. 

„There are two kinds of pessimistic song 
writers: The Mark Tapley type, that com- 
pose such songsas ‘Mother, Bury Me Deep 
Beneath the Daisies,’ and who are so san- 
guine ot success tnat a hundred failures do 
not daunt them; and the hypochondriacs 
who cannot be suppressed but devote 
a large amount of time to bewalling the 
degen6racy of the age in not appre- 
clating true genius. They forget that 
the era of trashy sentimental songs has passed 
and that optimism is the key to success of 
some of the most noted song writers and com- 
posers. More depends upon the music of a 
song than its words to make ita success. 
Some very trashy verses set to music fre- 

uently catch the popular fancy simply 
through the inspiration of the composer and 
not the poetaster.’’ 

TOPICAL SONGS. 

„What special style of song writers and 
Gomposers are popular?““ one 

‘Topical songs certainly are the most 
popular and bring in more money than 
serious works. The life of even the most 
popular topical song though is ephemeral and 
after three or four months it loses favor, not 
because the public is fickle but for the very 
good reason thatthe opera or farcical play 
where the song is nightly given has 
gone to some other ojty or been taken 
off the boards for another lay. 
*‘Razzie Dazzle, The Dotlet on the Eye, 
and Read the Answer la the Stars, all had a 
popular run as long 2 were sung here 
nightly in the theaters. The boys whistied 
them onthe streets and the ambitious ama- 
tours and musical young ladies all rushed to 
buy the songs that had caught the popular 
fancy. It is the same with every top- 
ical song. Very few live long after the 
operas in which they were sung 
have been taken off the boards. But there 
are songs composed by Sullivan, Tosti 
and others that have a popularity that 
time cannot entirely dettroy. Whenever 
Tosti or Sullivan compose the music of a 
song naturally it has greater sale than some of 
their previous efforts. The ‘Lost Chord’ still 
has a fair sale and ‘The Eari King’ is to-day 
a popular concert and parlor song. Some 
songs that have een forgotten for 
years suddenly come into favor, 
‘Rock-a-Bye Baby,’ for instance, has been 
revived simply on account of its being sung 
every night at the ‘Old Homestead’ play. 
Stephen C. Foster composed some songs along 
in the sixties that still strike the popular 
chord, such as ‘Old Black Joe,’ ‘My Old Ken- 
tucky Home,’ and others. The music in them 
is melody and the tunes jan be carried on by 
gingers who canuot read music.“

It is his 
duty to go to comic and grand operas and 
concerts, and indeed to keep thoroughly 
abreast of the popular taste.

TYLER, Tex., June 21.—The injunction suit 
of T. R. Bonner and J. M. Eady, Receivers, of 
the International & Great Northern Railway, 
institnted againstthe Southern Pacific Rall - 
way and its related lines, June 1, was fixed 
for hearing June 20 before Hon. F. J. McCord 
in the District Court of Smith County. The 
case was heard andthe injunction granted, 
and writs of injunction will be duly issued and 
served. The object of this suit was to re- 
quire the Southern Pacific and its related lines 
to pay rents on the Galveston, 
Houston & Henderson Railway, to 
the International & Great Northern, to 


which the G., H. & H.was leased March 6, 1883, 
for ninety-nine years. It appears that under 
written contracts, the Huntington and Gould 
systems of railroad in the States of Louisiana 
and Texas, entered into an agreement to use 
far the G., H. & H. from Galveston to 
ouston, by which certain rentals were to be 
aid monthly for the use of said road by said 
ines. The Huntington lines ceased’ to pay 
May 31, 1888, but have been using the said 
line since that time under the said con- 
tract, and in violation thereof. The receivers 
obtained leave of the Court to filethe injunc- 
tion proceed tans above described to compel 
the Huntington people to stand by their oon- 
tract or quit the road, and the court to-day

JOHN DAVID SHEA ON TRIAL 
TIME FOR MURDER. 


The Killing of Policeman Patrick Doran 
Being Investigated in the Criminal Court 
—Testimony Taken T0-Day—Ex-Police.- 
man Fine on the Stand—4 History of 
the Case. 


John David Shea was placed on trial for his 
life in the Criminal Court this morning for the 
murder of Policeman Patrick Doran on the 
night of November 7, 1881. Judge Ed- 
wards of Jefferson County is trying 
the case, Judge Normile being dis- 
qualified py reason of his having prosecuted 
Shea at the former trial. Thomas B. Harvey 
and 8. 8. Bass are defending, the latter hav- 
ing been appointed by the court to take the 
place of Cornelius McBride, who was formerly 
associatedewith Mr. Harvey in the case, but 
is now holding a Government position in 
Washington. On the day of the murder 
Shea and Frank Fone escaped from jail, where 
they were confined awaiting trial on a charge 
of burglary. That night they got into a row 
at Eighth and Olive streets, and Shea was hit 
over the ‘head with a elub bya police officer 
who did not know him. He fled with the 
officer and a crowd in pursuit and while pass- 
ing a saloon on Seventh between St. Charles 
street and Washington avenue, Officer Doran 
who was inside, hearing the noise emerged. 
Just as he came out of the door 

SHEA FIRED AND KILLED HIM 
instantly. Doran never kuew what killed 
him, it was done so quick. Shea was captured 


in a blind alley on Seventh street, between 
Washington avenue and St. Charles street. 
He wus trled and convicted of murder in the 
first degree. On November 7, 1882, just one 
year after his previous escape and the 
killing, he again escaped from jail. This 
time he was gone for several years, 
finally tarning up in the Allegheny Peniten- 
tiary, where he was serving a term for bur- 
giary. He was brought back and secured a 
reversal of his case on the grounds that Judge 
Laughlin, who tried bim, had erred in refus- 
ing to pass upon bis motion for a change of 
venue, claiming that he had no power 
to do so. The Supreme Court held he 
bad. The other error on which a reversal 
was secured was that Judge Normile erred in 
calling in Judge Thomas to pass sentence on 
Shea, who was not sentenced until after his 
last return to jail. It was held by the State 
Supreme Court that the fact that Judge Nor- 
miie had prosecuted Shea ata former trial 
did not disqualify him from passing sentence 
on the prisoner, as that was merely a matter 
of form. 

Coroner Frank, the first witness lu the case, 
testified that he was Coroner at the time of 
the killing and that Dr. Ludwig made the 
post-mortem examination. It was found that 
Doran's death was produced by a buiilet 
wound through the brain. 

MRS. MARY DORAN, 
widow of the deceased officer, testified to her 
husband leaving the house a well man on the 
date of the murder and being brought home 
dead. She also testified to the time he was on 
the police force, etc. 
JOHN FINE, 

a cigarmaker at No. 10 South Commercial 
street, was next called and proved the most 
important witness of the day. He testified that 
ne was a member of the police 
force on November 7, 1881, and that 
he first saw Shea about 9:30 p.m. of that day 
on the northwest corner of Eighth and Olive 
streets. There were anumber of men gath- 
ered there, a fight having evidently been in 
1 ben As he approached they dispersed. 

hea went out into the middle of the street, and 
drawing a revolver fired a shot in the air. The 
witness said he told Shea he would have to ac- 
company him to the Station-house. He called 
the witness a vile name and made a move as 
if to draw his revolver, which he had just 
placed in his hip pocket. 
ness struck Shea with his club, knock- 
down on his knees. A

He heard a shot fired on Ser- 
enth street but was around the corner where 
he could not see it, and he did not know 
Doran had been killed until after Shea had 
been placed under arrest.

THE GYPSIES. 


The Strange and Iuteresting Story of a 
Wandering People. 


From the Academy. 

There 1s a fascination about ‘‘gypsy lore’’ 
which is, perhaps, increasingly felt now that 
these nomadic insurgents are being gradually 
—slowly, it may be, but surely—avsorbed by 
the environing civilization. The altered con- 
ditions of modern society make their wan- 
dering life more dificult, their language is 
invaded by gaujo elements, mixed marriages 


attenuate the strength of the Romany biood; 
and dotted over the map of Europe there are 
now little stationary colonies of house-dwell- 
ing gypsies, who no longer take the road or 
fold their tente like the Arabs.’’ 

The gypsies have been clearly visible in 
Europe for four centuries and a half. They 
have been the Ishmaelites of the modern 
world, If at the present * the law has 
ceased to treat them harshly, the social pres- 
sure is probably greater, so that itis now or 
never for those who wish to make a scientific 
study of these wanderers. A volume, entitled 
„The Gypsies, by Adrian A. Colocci, forms 
an excellent introduction to such a study. 
The persecutions of the Zingari have been 
many and bitter. Even in the last century 
they were accused of cannibalism! To their 
foreign appearance and strange mode of life 
they added the practice of arts that were re- 
garded as irrelizious and heathenish. 

It will be news to many to learn that it was 
not until 1855 that, by the abolition of Romany 
siavery in Dacia, the freedom of the Zingari in 
Burope was completed. Colocci agrees with 
other observers in regarding the gypsies as 
practically destitute of religion, although 
willing to adopt nominally the prevailing 
faith of any country in which they may De so- 
ourners. In England they are Protestants, in 
Turkey Mobammedans. Morally they are un- 
trained children, tndifferent to everything but 
the satisfaction of the desire of the moment, 
whether that desire be the offspring of love, 
or greed, or hate. 

W hile there is but little gyp sy poetry among 
the English tribes, the ‘‘giftand faculty di- 
vine’’ appears profusely both in Spain and in 
the remoter parts of Europe; aud one of the 
most interesting portions of this book is that 
which gives specimens of the Romany muse. 
The pieces are mostly short, often strange in 
form, but not infrequently inspired by genu- 
ine poetic feeling. This sometimes finds ex- 
pression in modes so unexpected as to have 
almost the quality of genius. The gypsy sings 
the beauty of his sweetheart; apostrophizes the 
sun and stars with heathen fervor, and cele- 
brates the success of the knavish ruses by 
which he has gained an advantage over the 
busno. Filial affection, also, findsa place in 
his songs. While heshows the frankest en- 
joyment of the material side of life, there is 
often a spirit of prefourd melancholy mani- 
fested in these lyri The Zingari have al- 
ways been famous for their love of music, 
She estimate which gives the gypsy race a 
million souls is probably far below the truth.

THE WINNIPEG PRISONER 


BURKE, THROUGH HIS ATTORNEY, WILL 
MAKE A STUBBORN FIGHT. 


The Chicago Expressman Fxpected at Win- 
nipeg To-Day to Complete the Prisoner’s 
Identification—The State Department to 
Facilitate the Extradition—A Requisition 
Procured—Proceedings of the Cronin 
Grand-Jury. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 21.—The Journal's 
Winnipeg special says: Burke, the Chicago 
suspect, on being interviewed by a corre- 
spondent in hiscell iu the presence of bis 


lawyer, denied emphatically having made 
any confessions or admissions to any 
person. Collins, the Chicago detective 

has positively identified Burke an 

the latter also recognized and spoke to the de- 
tective. Martinsen, the expressman, will be 
here this afternoon to further identify him. 
Burke is now lodged ir the Provincial jail. 
This morning he was arraigned before Judge 
Bain io the extradition proceedings. After 
some legal squabbifng the case was adjourned 
until Wednesday last. Burke’s lawyers in- 
tend to fight extradition to the last, but no 
trouble is anticipated bythe other side, the 
disposition of the authorities here being to 
give every assistance possibie.

Rv Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—If the evi- 
dence which the Illinois authorities have been 
collecting connecting Martin Burke with the 
murder of Dr. Cronin is laid before the State 


Department officials to-day, the necessary 
requisition papers will be made out and for- 
warded atonce. Secretary Blaine, or rather 
Third Assistant Secretary’ Moore, to whom 
the evidence will be referred, isnot expected 
to exercise any discretion in the matter. The 
lilinois authorities are both pecuniarily and 
legally responsible for the Government’s 
action and Mr. Moore will have nothing 
further to do than to see that the offense com- 
plained of is an extraditabie one. It is cus- 
tomary in cases of this nature for the Gov- 
ernment of the State whence the demand for 
an extradition arises to send to Washington 
with the evidence a person whom it desires to 
act as agent in conducting the accused back 
to this country. This will probably be done 
in me present Instance, but up to this time 
nothing more regarding the matter is 
known. It is understood that Burke 
will extradition on the ground 
that is a British subject. This 
argument will avail him nothing, asit has 
long been the practice between Great Britain 
and the United States for each country to de- 
liver to the other such of its subjects as may 
have violated a law in the other country. For 
example, neither Great Britain nor the United 
States punishes ite own subjects for offenses 
committed in other countries, and for this 
reason both readily surrender them to the 
authorities in the countries wherethe crime 
occurred. On the other hand, if Burke is an 
American he iseven more extraditable, pro- 
vided the crime of which heis accused is one 
specified in the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain. 


The Grand-Jury Proceedings. 


Curicaco, III., June 21.—The Cronin Grand- 
jury this morning heard the testimony of Mrs. 
Philbin, auntof Martin Burke, the Winnipeg 
suspect. Mrs. Philbin denounced the idea 


that her newhew was a murdezer, and de- 
scribed him as a weak, rattle-brained young 
man who lacked the courage to engage in a 
plot of such character. She was 
unable toenlighten the jury regarding Burke“ 
movements about the time and previous to the 
murder, as he bad ceased to live at her house 
some time before that. Burke showed but lit- 
tle disposition to work and less to pay any 
board bill, and she had declined to longer 
harbor bim in the house. 0 

Chief Hubbard was closeted with the jury 
for a haif hour, giving the latest develop- 
ments of the police investigations and su 
gesting the names of witnesses who might 
able to enlichten the jury on certain points. 

Frank Scanlan, Dr. Cronin’s friend, gave 
the names of several Clan-na-Gael men who 
he thought might know something of the con- 
spiracy or of the movements of parties con- 
nected with it, and several new subpwnaes 
were issued upon his suggestion.

UNLAWFUL EXTRADITION. 

One of the settled points of interstate 
extradition law and usage is that noth- 
ing short of an indictment or complaint, 
under oath, making out a prima facie case 
can justify the surrender of the demanded 
person. Another settled point is that he 
must be identified as the accused person, 
and as a person who was within the de- 
manding State at the time the alleged 
crime was committed. It has been judi- 
cially decided that a person who, in an- 
other State, conspired with others to com- 
mitacrime in Missouri, is not demand- 
able by Missouri as a fugitive. 

Now take the case of Maronry and Mo- 
DONALD, two citizens of New York, ac- 
cused of the murder of Dr. CRONIN in II- 
linois, and demanded upon an affi- 
davit based upon mere iuformation 
and belief’ that they were the per- 
sons who took and furnished the Carl- 
son cottage, where the murder was commit 
ted. They asserted their ability to prove 
that they were in New York when the 
murder was committed. If they had 
been surrendered for trial in Illinois 
without any preliminary examination in 
New York, no compulsory process of an 
Illinois court could have compelled the 
attendance of the New York witnesses by 
whom alone they could have proved the 
alibi. 

Leaving the alibi out of the question, 
the habeas corpus test showed that they 
were not the persons who rented the cot- 
tage, that the affidavit did not apply to 
them, that there was not even “informa- 
tion and belief“ to justify their detention, 
and that by surrendering them as de- 
manded, without evena prima facie case 
against them, Gov. HILL would simply 
have deprived them of the protection of 
thelaws. The Chicago papers that de- 
nounced Gov. HILL as a State rights 
demagogue’’ for his action should hang 
their heads in shame.

SMALL SHOPS STILL AHEAD. 

The massing of industries under the con- 
trol of a plutocracy of powerful employers 
is the great danger apprehended from the 
concentration of lines of business in the 
hands of trusts. But the institution of 
trusts is too recent to make it certain they 
will have that effect for any great length 
oftime. Pooling associations formed on 
the same principles and for the same 
objects, if not under guarantees quite as 
strong, have been known for a long time 
back, and some fora time have seemed 
to be successful, but sooner or later have 
gone to pieces. Doubtless the trusts will 
be found liable to destruction from similar 
causes. They may get control of compet- 
ing plants, or root them out, and still find 
the seeds of indigenous competition 
immortal. All that has been done by 
steam or by the massing of capital in in- 
dustrial corporations in Germany has 
failed, according to the _ investiga- 
tions of Dr. ALBRECHT, to give the large 
employers control of the majority of the 
labor. Classing shops with five or less 
workmen as small and all others as large, 
he finds that 61 per cent of all German 
workmen are still employedin the small 
shops. These do 90 per cent of the cloth- 
ing and repairing business, 78 per cent of 
the wood engraving, 70 per cent of the 
iron working, 75 per cent of the fine arts 
work and 66 per cent of the work in 
leather, wax and gum.

Our one supreme concern in the present 
should be to prevent the gravely threatened 
setting upof a plutocracy on the pedestals 
from which we have cast down the older 
tyrannies.

The feature of the speculative markets last 
week was the activity of the trust certificates, 
particularly of the sugar trust shares, which 
were in such active demand that the supply 
became apparentiy insufficient, and prices 
went up as high as 111, with largesales. Two- 
thirds of the capital represented bythis se- 
curity is composed of water, but for all that 
an unregulated monopoly of the market made 
possible the payment of 10 per cent dividends 
last year and a rate considerably in excess 
of thatsofarthis year. It is openly stated 
that the trust will make a profit of $4,775,000 
on its stock of raw sugar through an ad- 
vancing market, and which, with the other 
profits already secured, amounting to 
$8,230,000, will insure altogether a division of 
$25 a share for water and all. No wonder the 
certificates sell like mad. Outside of the Bell 
telephone no such gold mine has been un- 
earthed since 49.

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A BIG BATCH OF INDICTMENTS FOUND| 


AGAINST CITIZEN-MAKERS. 


The Federal Grand-Jury Making Thiogs 
Hum Abeut the Government Building, 
Alihough Court Trials Are Progressing 
Slowly — Twenty-four True Bills Re- 
turned to Judge Thayer This Morning. 


a 

IGHTEEN more oitizen- 
makers were indicted by 
the Federal Grand- jury to- 
day. Some ot them were 
caught on more than one 
case and a batch of twenty - 
four indictments were 
handed up to Judge Thayer 
sbortly before noon. 

It was decided to pass 
=. the cases already on 
the docket until this morning and 
when court opened the docketed offenders, 
their counsel and friends were on hand to 
learn what action would be taken in the 
cases already set down. Judge Thayer called 
for motions, but neither the Government nor 
defense made any move, The vension fraud 
case of Wm. F. Glitt was set down for to-day, 
and Judge Thayer accordingly ordered a 
panel to be called to the box. When the 
jurors were examined Judge Thayer. 
addressing District Attorney Reynolds, 
sald: 9 don’t propose to try 


any more jury cases after next week unless 
you have some cases you are particularly de- 
sirous of trying. 

The District Attorney made no request of 
the Court, and, turning to the crier, Judge 
Thayer said: ‘‘You may discharge all petit 
— not engaged on the trial of this case.

Does this action mean a postponement of 
the trial of the election fraud cases 

FOR THREE MONTHS? 

The defense obtained no more definite un- 
derstanding. Unless the District Attorney 
decides to ask Judge Thayer to hear the cases 
of the election frauds they will go over until 
next fall. The next term will open in October, 
but the court has intimated that a session will 
be held in September to dispose of some of the 
cases on the docket. 

While the indictment in the Glitt case was 
being read the Grand-jury sent word to Mar- 
shal Emerson that they were prepared to make 
apartialreport, A few moments later they 
flied into the court - room, and in response to 
the Court’s inquiry after the poll of the jurors 
Foreman Rowman handed up twenty-four in- 
dictments, which on inspection Judge 
Thayer found to be in the 2 form. 
They were handed over to Clerk Morgan who 
will issue capiases to the Marshal for the 
arrest of the indicted parties as soon as the 
8 Attorney directs that such steps be 
taken. 

„„I you have any further business before 
you you may retire,’’ said the Court tothe 
Grand-jury. The way they retired indicated 
that they had plenty of business, Owing to 
the heat of the reguiar quarters in the fourth 
story of the Government building the Grand- 
jury has deserted its regular quarters and is 
now sitting in the Circuit Court chambers. 

THIRTY WITNESSES 

sat in the witness room, awaiting the pleas- 
ure ot the Grand-jury. Assistant District 
Attorney Johnson was in attendance on this 
session. He frequently stepped out into the 
hall after the witnesses, indicating that the 
Grand-jurors were then at work yoting on in- 
dictments. 

The new bills prepared by Assistant District 
Attorney Johnson will be substituted for the 
first indictments found in the ten cases 
against Delegate Lehmann and the two cases 
against Sergeant-at-A>ms Neibert. The same 
form of indictment has been followed in the 
cases of the eighteen other defendants who 
have been inditeed. The form of one of 

THE SUBSTITUTED INDICTMENTS 
against Lehmann will give an idea of the 
changes. The first count charges that Henry 
Schies, an alien over 21 years of age, appeared 
in the St. Louis Court of Criminal Correction 
on Sebtember 6, 1888, and unlawfully applied 
to be admitted to become a citizen of the 
United States without having two years at 
least prior thereto declared on oath before any 
court or clerk that it was bona fide his 
intention to become a citizen and 
that he did then and there unlawfuily 
apply to become a citizen under 
section 2,167, relating to the naturalization of 
an alien being under the age of 21 years, who 
has resided in the United States three years 
next preceding his arriving at thatage. This 
count charges that Lehmann ‘‘fraudulently 
and feloniously contriving and Intending then 
and there ~ to procure the naturaliza- 
tion of said Henry Schiess,’’ went to the Court 
of Criminal Correction to testify falsely in be- 
half of said Henry Schiess concerning bis 
qualifications to be admitted asa citizen, and 
that in pursuance of this design Lehmann 
took oath before Deputy Clerk William L. 
Fitzgerald of the Court of Criminal COorrec- 
tion. It is charged that Lehmann then swure 
that he knew that Schiess was under 18 years 
of age and that he had resided in this country 
three years next proveeae his arrival at the 
age of 21 years. The indictment charges that 
Lehmann well knew that Schiess was not 
under 18 years of age when he arrived 
in this country; that he had not 
continued to reside in the United States from 
the date of his arrival till the date of the ap- 
plication;that he had not resided five years 
within the United States, including three 
years of his minority, and had not resided in 
the State of Missour! one year and was not 
entitled to become a citizen. The court 
charges that Lehmann committed willful 
perjury. 

The second count charges that the perju 
was committed in swearing that Schiess ha 
lived inthis country three years next pre- 
ceding his arrival at the age of 21 years. 


Count three charges Lehmann and Schiess 


with having fraudulently procured from the 
Court of Criminal Correction a certificate of 
citizensbip. 

Count four charges Lehmann with having 
feloniously and intentionally counselled, ad- 
vised and procured Henry Schiess to-obtain 
the certificate of citizenship to which he was 
not entitied. 

From this it will be seen that the Govern- 
mont will not encounter the same difficuities

A Pian Adopted for Euluting All Property- 
° Owners Interested. 


Yesterday afternoon the East Ent Improve- 
ment Comgi@ttee held a meeting at the Mer- 
cantile Club. Chairman Bernheimer presided. 
A letter was read from President C. C. Rain- 
water of the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
Co., asturing the committee of the company’s 
support. Mr. O. F. Parker of the Cairo Short 
Line stated that the terminal connections of 


his line depended onthe action of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Smith of the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
suggested that the committee organize as a 
company and build a Union Depot.

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CAVE AND MONTAGUE GET ROUGH HAND- 
LING FROM THE GRAND-JURY. 


An Attorney for the Law-Breakers Makes 
the Queer Statement in Court That the 
Police Board Is ‘‘Persecuting Cave“ 
The Preliminary Hearivg Before Judge 
Campbell Goes Over to the 24th Inst. 


HE case of 

Singleton 

Cave, the gray-whis- 

kered patriarch of 

the local gamblers, 

and his employe, 

Wm. Montague, who 

are charged with set- 

ting up and running 

a gambling house 

where the game of 

faro is played, was 

docketed for a pre- 

liminary hearing in 

the Court of Criminal 

Correction this 

morning. Three 

times before the case 

Singleton Cave. had been ap, but each 

time it was laid over for the defendant. The 

defense had demurred to the information, 

claiming thatit was improperly drawn and 

defective. The filing of this motion delayed 

the trial of the case, as did 

the absence of the senior counsel 

for the defense. This morning Mar- 

shall F. McDonald,associate counsel for Cave, 

stated in private conversation before the case 

came up that although the senior counsel 

could not be present the defense would go to 

trial. He claimed the information was de- 

fective and that he could knock it out 

put would not do so as that would only delay 

the case, as new and corrected information 

would be filed. The defense would waive 

their demurrer so the case could go to trial on 
its merits. 

When the case was called quite an animated 
discussion took place between the attorneys, 
Mr. McDonald doing most of the talking. He 
insisted on the case being tried while W. M. 
Hough, son of Judge Hough, and speoial 
counsel for the State, wanted a con- 
tinuance, Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne 
informed the court shortly after noon thatthe 
case was on the docket, and that Mr. Hough, 
who was associated with him in it, wanted it 
continued, while the defense, he understood, 
were ready for trial. Mr. Hough could ex- 


plain matters. 
MR. HOUGH 


explained to the court that yesterday Mr. 
McDonald had stated to him that he would not 
be ready to go to trial, and that this morning 
the senior counsel for the defense had made 
the same statement to him. He had agreed 


to lay over the case until the 
27th when the other gambling cases come up 
and therefore he entered court to-day totally 
unprepared for trial. 

r. McDonald said the defense was ready 
for the examination and insisted that it should 
proceed. 

The court remarked that the fact that 
another case was set for the 27th was no rea- 
son why this one should be laid over until 
then. Attorneys were inthe habit of fixing 
up matters outside ofcourt between them- 
selves and continuing cases to 
the great expense of the State. He 
wished to break up this custom, 
and if no other cause for a continuance could 
be given by the State except that another 
gambling case would come up on the 27th, he 
would insist on the trial of the case to-day, as

made up his mind it should. 

Mr. Hough said the State was not ready for 
trial owing to the statements made to them 
by the attorneys for Cave that the defense 
would not be ready. He had agreed to give 
Mr. McDonald a continuance until the 27th 
and would ask thatthe case now be laid over 
until that day, when the other gambling cases 
would come up. 

JUDGE CAMPBELL 

said the other gambling cases cut no figure in 
this and he wanted them kept separate. If it 
went over until the 27th it must not be be-

Sergt. Hammond’s Thunder-Storm Comes 
on Time and Does Splendid Service. 


Sergt. Hammond has not the authority from 
the Chief Signal Officer to put the official in- 
dorsement of the Signal Service Depart- 
ment on his forecasts and predictions. 


In spite of the lack of official indorsement, the 
Sergeant can look out of the back window of 
the instrument-room of the Oustom-house 
— call the turn on the weather. He did 
esterday with a degree of accuracy which 
ects credit upon his knowledge of signs. 
In his prediction published in yesterday’s 
Post- DISPATCH he said that there would be a 
thunder storm about 8o’clock,and at 8 o’clock 
precisely the storm was about playing havoo 
with the loose limbs of trees.

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THE CROWDS OF PEOPLE WAITING TO GET 
INTO THE SIOUX RESERVATION, 


Progress Made by the Commissioners in 
Securing the Votes of the Indigns— 
The Trouble at Pine Ridge—ailroads 
Ready for Active Construction Operations 
—Th"Effect on Surrounding Country. 


N approach to what 
may be expected in 

the plan to open 

the Sioux Indi 
reservation to set- 
¢tlement was ob- 
tained to-day from 
Mr. Robert Flor - 
mann of Rapid 
City, Dak., who, 
with his wife and 
daughter, is regis- 
tered at the Plant- 
In speaking 
to a Post- Dis- 
> PATCH reporter he 
said he had no doubt whatever as to the suc- 
cess of the movement. The reservation of 
the Sioux Nation, he says, contains 22,000,000 
acres of land. The plan now being carried 
through contemplates throwing 11,000,000 
acres of this open for settlement. Occupying 
these 22,000,000 acres there are eighteen to 
twenty thousand Indians. To-open the land 
to settlement it is necessary to obtain the 
signatures or votes of 8,714 of the males over 
the age of 18 years, this being three-fourths 

of the males of that age. 

‘‘Commissioners Crook, Foster and War- 
ren,“ said Mr. Flormann, are doing their 
utmost to open the country as quickly as pos- 
sible, and with every show of success. At the 
Rosebud agency 1,137 signatures were re- 
quired. They obtained over 1,300 and then 
left the vaper at the agency to be presented to 
the Indians coming in. At the Pine Ridge 
agency they expected to be as successful as at 
Rosebud, but when they arriyed there they 
found the country flooded with circulars from 
Dr. Bland ofthe Indians’ Rights Association 
advising them not to sign. This had a marked 
effect, and as a result the commissioners 

ENCOUNTERED CONSIDERABLE OPPOSITION, 
which, however, I think can be overcome 
easily, and if it cannot it is probable the vote 
in the other agencies will reach 3,714, the re- 
quired number. It is very desirable to have 
the vote ofthe Pine Ridge Agency, however, 
and Gen. Crook has brought all the influeaes 
possible to bear onthechiefs, I think it 4 
had good effect. The commissioners 
want about 970 votes there and at last 
accounts they had 315, and when at Rushville, 
twenty miles away, a few days ago, I was told 
that the Indians had began to come in rapidly. 
On this report I do not think there if much 
doubt but that they have nearly enough votes 
now. At the Standing Rock Agency about 
seven hundred votes are desired, but 
no trouble is anticipated in securing 
them. At the Cheyenne Agency it 
is also expected the commissioners 


will easily secure the proportion of that dis- 
trict, 240. his however, will depend to some 
extent on the Pine Ridge vote. At the Lower 
Brule Agency they will secure every vote 
without any doubt. The 
COMPLETION OF THIS VOTE 
if itis suecessful, means a great d al for that 
country. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad Co. some years ago n the 
right-of-way through the nation for $17,000 
but further than to make a survey they have 
never done anything to utilize it. They are now, 
however, getting ready to push operations 
with a vengeance. I understand they have 
ordered all of the material and have much of 
it on the way for a bridge across the Missouri 
at Chamberlain. At that place their inten- 
tions are evidenced by the piling up of iron 
to be ready for the beginning of construction. 
I saw piles of it as big asthe Flanters“ House 
rotunda. It will be a race, when the work 
begins, between the Milwaukee and the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern to get into the Black 
Hills country first. The former will not 
walt for the President's proclamation, but 
will go ahead as soon as the vote is taken. 
The latter, however, will have the advantage 
as it now gets into the Hills -by Freeman and 
Elkhorn, going 300 to 400 miles out of the way. 
It can thus send its iron into the Hills and 
work from both ends of its road. Its line will 
be about 140 miles long and will be built from 
Pierre. The Illinois Central will also be a 
competitor for the business of the new terri- 
tory. In addition to striking for the Missour! 
River it is going west, and now 
bas its surveyors at work run- 
ning a line from Pierre. They have advanced 
in their work about two weeks. The Mandan, 
Rapid Oity & Southern, from Mandan, on the 
Northern Pacific, 825 miles long, will also 
likely be constructed this year. Then, 
aS TO THE PEOPLE GOING IN,. 
there are thousands of them, and what is bet- 
ter, they are all of the better class of farm- 
ers. At Rushville there are hundreds of tents 
occupied by people only awaiting the word to 
o into the new district, and they are all con- 
dent of receiving it soon. In addition to 
this the roads are lined with wagons and emi- 
grant trains. The people going in all have 
splendid horses and good wagons, and they 
nearly all carry furniture of a class that is 
not usually seen in a country that is just being 
opened up. There is scarcely an 
exception to this rule. Another thin 
that is very encouraging, most o 
these people are driving with them 
fifteen to twenty head of stock, and some of 
them herds of fifty head. A good proportion 
of this stock is also of a graded or thorough- 
bred class. For 100 miles west of Freeman, I 
saw almost a continuous string of these 
trains, and I was also told that east of. the 
Missouri River the roads were aleo lined witn 
wagons and tents. Of course these people 
are generally heading for the Sioux reserva- 
tlon, but there are exceptions. Some of them 
are bound for the Black Hills country west of 
the Cheyenne River,’ where there are still 
some government lands to be had. In either 
case, however, they 
WILL FIND VERY RICH LANDS 
and a splendid climate, with enough rain to 
render it certain that there will be no need for 
irrigation. In the 11,000,000 acres of Sioux 
reservation lands to be opened, about one- 
tenth is what is known as the bad lands. 
This, however, is very good for stoek. In the 
balance are a number of valleys, the priucipal 
ones being the Bad River, the North and South 
Grand Rivers, the North and South Cannon 
Ball Rivers and the Mare River. These are all 
exceedingly rich and will compare to the fae 
mous = orn Valley, of which every one 
havin knowledge of the country knows. 
The ta le ands are also to a great extent very 
for agricultural purposes. As an ilius- 
tration of What can be done on this land, we 
last year had on exhibition a numberof large 
squashes, one of them weighing 227 pounds. 
I ave seen oats that run 100 busheis to the 
acre, and forty to fifty bushels of 4 r 
acre is nothing at ali unusual. The of 
fruit issomething wonderful, though o — 
all the orchards are 2 young.

Engineers at rest, sitting in the narrow 
cabs of their engines, lying in the depot 
waiting for the signalto start, often look to 
be a sleepy set of fellows,’’ said the man the 
other night who runs the limited to Alliance, 
Do you know,’’ he continued, addressing a 
reporter, that engineers are always wide 
awake when they seem to be indifferent to 


events happening around them? There are 
few things that escape their vigilant eyes. 
Many people have an idea that en eers ‘go 
it blind’ and trust entirely to the block sys- 
tem and the acuteness of good tel ph oper 
ators, but if they did this there would be 
wrecks and lives lost every day. 

A good engineer is always on the lookout. 
We see plenty of things ahead of us that har- 
row our nerves and make the hair stand up 
straight, but as longas the passengers behind 
us don’t know itand we all escape uninjured 
we heave a sigh of relief and say 
nothing. I tell you, it is noeasy matter to 
hold a throttle, shoot around sharp curves 
and look for obstructions. An engineer 
looks down fora moment at the conneeting- 
rodsor the locomotive, moving backward and 
forward with lightning-like — He 
doesn’t know at what minute a pin may 
break and oneofthe rods knock his brains 
out as he leans out of the cab. 

Some freight men are very reckless and 
they take desperate chances. They know a 
fast passenger train is chasing them and due 
in a few minutes, yet they remain on the 
main track to the last moment, and often the 
rushing train just grazes the freight cars as 
they move to a side track. Often these 
freight men try to make another station a 
few miles ahead before they get off the track 
and the result is usually a collision. An inch 
is as good as a mile when a man misses, but I 
would rather havea bullet passa mile from 
my head than within an inchof it. Justso 
in passing other trains. We have to make 
schedule time: the road is fullof curves, and 
we are just as likely to pane into some of these 
trains as pass them.

A A WBANTS DOWNFALL. 


GUZMAN BLANCO, THE DICTATOR OF VEN- 
FZUELA, FORCED FROM POWER. 


The Republic’s First Peaceful Revolution 
Successfully Accomplished—Military Des- 
potism Abolished—President Paul Yields 
to the Popular Demand and Continues in 
Office—Demonstrations of Joy—Blanco’s 
Rage. 


New YORK, June 21.—Under date of June 10 
tlie Sun to-day publishes the following corre- 
spondence from Caracas, Venezuela: 

The first peaceful revolution this republic 
has ever known has been accomplished; the 
reign of Guzman Blanco is ended and mill- 
tary despotism abolished. All the people re- 
joice that the tyranny of Blanco is over and 
are shouting ln the streets: ‘*‘Down with the 
tyrant. Freedom of the press prevails.’’ 
Bianco is in Paris planning revenge, and the 
recovery of his lost power. 

Gen. Guzman Blanco, sincehe first came 
into control of the Government in 1870, seemed 
to regard Venezuela as his own property, to 
do with as he desired. He treated the Rebub- 
lic, which embraces an areaas large as the Mid- 
die States and New England, as if it were his 
own inherlted estate, and the 3,000,000 of peo- 
pie as his tenants at will. He had been an un- 
crowned Czar and his Government an absolute 
despotism. Under the Constitution the Presi- 
dent may not succeed himseif in office, may not 
have two consecutive terms, but is eligible for 
re-election after an interval. Guzman Blanco, 
therefore, filled the presidential chair every 
alternating term during the last nineteen 
years and between times placed in powera 
dummy or mask, who was entirely subject to 
his will. His many acts of tyranny awakened 
a secret hostility that was only 

SUPPRESSED BY MILITARY FORCE. 
It has occasionally been manifested by an out- 
break or an attempt at assassination and dur- 
ing the latter years he was compelled to sur- 
round himself by soldiers night and 
day to protect himself from the vengeance 
of those who suffered at his hands. 
Two years ago, at the expiration of bis presi- 
dential term,he left the country and has since 
resided in Paris. Thecable between Caracas 
and Havre has enabled him to continue the 
direction of Goyernmeptal affairs, and noth- 


ing was done here without hisapproval. Be- 
fore going he gave himself credentials as 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pienipo- 
tentiary to allthe Enropean powers, and the 
ostensible motive of his absence was the set- 
tlement of numerous internationa) differences 
that exist between Venezuela and England, 
France and Germany. Before leav- 
ing for Europe, Guzman placed in. the 
presidential chair Dr. Kojas-Paul, one of the 
ablest citizens of the Repufpliic. The manner

England has 
been pushing her outposts over the border 
untilshe now embraces the mineral district 
of the Essequibo, and Vonezuela is thus 
robbed of the richest portion of her 
territory. Guzman Blanco was authorized to 
settle this matter with England, but Lord 
Salisbury declined to treat with him because 
during the last presidential term he had in- 
suited Mr. St. John, the British Minister at 
Caracas, and had compelled the latter to take 
refuge upon an English man-of-war in the 
harbor of La Guayra. But wild rumors came 
from Eugland that Guzman was negotiating 
for the sale of the Guiana Province entirely in 
his own interest and intended to pocket the 
price. The people were excited by 
these reports, inflammatory hand-bilis 
were printed and posted in the streets 
and some of the anti-Guzman papers added 
fuel to the flames by asserting that the act was 
already committed. Then came the an- 
nive ry of the capture of Caracas by Guz- 
man d his assumption ofthe Presidency on 
the 27th of Avril, 1870. Instead of decorating 
Guzman’s statue, as was usual in all the 
cities of the country, the people decorated the 
statues of Bolivar and attempts were made to 
pull down the images of Guzman. 
GUZMAN’S RAGE. 

When Guzman learned in Paris of these pro- 
ceedings he lost all self-control and sent sev- 
eral long cablegrams to President Paul, with- 
out using his customarv cipher, denouncing 
him for his cowardice and dem: anding that the 
men who bad insulted him should, be arrested 
and shot. The steamer which arrived from 
Europe on the 17th of May brought letters from 
Guzman to the President of such a character 
as to bring matters to a crisis. On the 
following day to the astonish- 
ment and consternation of every one Dr. Paul 
sent to Congress his resignation of the office 
of President. He gave noreasons and it was 
unnecessary. Everybody knew he had re- 
ceived letters from Paris, and had been 
directed to do what he had done. 

As soon as the fact was known “the people 
closed their business houses and surrounded 
the Capitol. Within an hour after the resigna- 
tion was received 20,000 men were shouting 
themselves hoarse with denunciations of 
Guzman and praise of Paul. They demanded 
that the resignation should not be accepted, 
but the confusion was so great that the Con- 
gress could take no action. 

That night the entire population of Caracas 
gathered with a common impulse in the Plaza 
Washineton where stands a statue of him who 
was First in war, firstin peace, and first in 
the hearts of his countrymen.’’ They were 
addressed by several local orators who ex- 
pressed the unanimous sentiment of thefcom- 
munity that the administration of President 
Paulhad been wise, patriotic and popular, 
and that he should continue in office regard. 
less of the demands or desires of Guzman 
Blanco. 

A procession wasformed and marched to 
the residence of the President,who stood upon 
his baicony. He was addressed by the Chair- 
man of the Washington plaza meeting and 
informed of the sentiments there expressed. 

PAUL CONTINUES IN OFFICE. 

In reply Dr. Paul spoke very briefly, but to 
the point. He expressed his profound gratifi- 
cation atthe demonstration of popular ap- 
proval, and in obedience tothe demands of 
the people withdrew his resignation and con- 
tinved in the performance of his constitu- 
tional duties. 

On the following day the President fullfilled 
his promise and after passing 
a resolution ot confidence in him, 
Congress adjourned in great haste. 
Oue of the last acts of the Congress, and a 
measure to which Guzinun has been viclently 
opposed, was the ratification of the treaty 
with the United States for a re- opening of the 
claims of certain citizens of the latter nation 


» against Venezuela for losses sustained during 


the revolution by which he came into power. 

Gén,,Crespo cabled his approval of Paui’s 
action from Peru, andis now on his way to 
Venezuela with a ‘promise to support the Pres- 
ideut. Many others who wWere banished or

Au Explanatory Card Issued by the New 
Hampshire Senator. 


Concord, N. H., June 21.—Senator Wm. E. 
Chandler has issued to the Republicans of 
New Hampshire over his own signature the 
following statement regarding his quarrel 
with Senator Blackburn in February last: 

Mr. Sulloway during his characteristic 
speech at the caucus saw fit to refer to the 
affair between Senator Blackburn and myself, 


which happened in the room of the Committee 
on Indian Affairs of the United States 
Senate on the 22d of February last. 
long as misrepresentations concerning 
this affair only served as material 
for assaults upon me by Democratic news- 
papers, I have not cared to notice them, but 
since they have been reproduced in the Ke- 
publican legislative caucus, which has nom 
nated me for Senator, I take occasion to dis- 
pose ofthem. The Republicans present have 
never given to the press any statement of 
what actually took place. 

The committee was in session, no person 
being present except the five members and 
the clerk. As Chairman I was reading the 
draft of a report. Senator Faulkner re- 
marked that he thought I undertook, in a 
certain paragraph, to assert something which 
it had been ee agreed should not 
be claimed. sai that did not 
think so, and that I would read the clause 
again. Mr. Blackburn vebemently intervened 
and said that I was certainly violating the un- 
derstanding, and that it would so — gyros if I 
would read 3 ae paragraph again read it 
exactly as before.

TWO CONFLICTING LAWS. 


The Pay and Working Hours of New York 
Prisen Emplvyes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsrPaTcu. 

ALBANY. N. Y., June 21.—Superintendent of 
state Prisons Lathrop has asked Attorney- 
General Tabor for an opinion relative to his 
powers under the prison law and that fixing 
the pay of laborers on public works at 92 a 
day. Both of these acts became laws on the 
same day. The $2 a day bill is numbered 
380, and the prison bill 382. By the former 


bill every laborer em pe on public 
works in the State shall be pald $2 a 
day for eight hours“ work. By the latter bill 
the Superintendent of Prisons is authorized 
to fix the salaries of guards and keepers at not 
to exceed $65 a month for guards and $75a 
month for keepers. As both guards and keep- 
ers work twelve hours a day it is essenttal to 
know under which act they are to be paid. 
There are about twenty-two State Prison em- 
ployes who will be affected by this decision 
and there are as many, if not more, inthe 
penitentiaries. Should the decision be that 
the Superintendent must be governed by the 
$2-a-day bill it will make a difference in the 
salary list of nearly $50,000 a year. With the 
small appropriation on band the Superintend- 
ent of Prisons feels somewhat nervous over 
the decision.
